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APPRECIATION OF EX-POSTMASTER-GENERAL L. P. PEL- 
LETIER. 


A little less than a year ago the 
Honourable Louis Philippe Pelletier, 
Postmaster-General of Canada, re- 
tired from the Government and en- 
tered a sanatorium in the hope of re- 
eovering his shattered health. This 
hope has been happily realized for 
after sevei’al months of rest and care 
the lionourable gentleman was much 
benefited if not wholly restored. 

Some time after i\Ir. Pelletier's re- 
tirement, the officers of the Civil Ser- 
vice Federation of Canada issued a 
circular letter to the secretaries of all 
the Postal Clerks’ Associations sug- 
gesting that in vicAv of the monumen- 
tal reforms i\Ir. Pelletier had intro- 
duced in the Post Office Department, 
some expression of appreciation might 
appropriately be presented to their 
benefactor. The response was spon- 
taneous and indicated the affectionate 
regard in which Mr. Pelletier was held 
in all ranks of the Service. At the 
convention of the Federation held on 
January 7th a report on this subject 
was presented and a committee of 
Post Office delegates was appointed 
to carry the undertaking to a con- 
clusion. The committee appointed 
was: G. A. Carpenter, C. A. Halladay, 
J. C. O’Connor, W. J. P. Cantwell, A. 
]\Ic]Mordie and F. Grierson. 5Ir. Hal- 
laday, of the Ottawa Railway Mail 
Service, and chairman of the Outside 
Service Committee of the Federation, 
accepted the responsibility of organ- 
izing the fund and the Postal Clerks 
of the Dominion are indebted to Mr. 
Halladay ’s esprit de corps, enthusi- 
asm. and capacity for work and or- 
ganization, for the successful consum- 
mation of one of the happiest events 
that has taken place in the history of 


the organized Civil Service. The re- 
quest was made that contributions 
should be limited to small amounts; 
ten cents being suggested as sufficient 
from each clerk. This idea was in the 
main adhered to with the result that 
6,500 postal officials subscribed to and 
endorsed the animating sentiments of 
the committee. 

]\Ir. Halladay brought his labours 
to a close towards the end of May and 
by arrangement with i\Ir. Justice Pel- 
letier, Wednesday, June 3rd, at five 
o’clock p.m., at the Windsor Hotel, 
Montreal, was fixed as the time and 
place for the presentation of the tes- 
timonial. The testimonial took the 
form of a magnificently illuminated 
address, the text of which will follow, 
and a very handsome Victor Victrola 
with 200 of the finest records. 

The illuminated address is the pro- 
duction of the combined skill of two 
Ottawa civil servants, Mr. J. F. 
Champagne of the Secretary of State 
Department and iMr. W. J. Moule of 
the Topographical Surveys Branch 
of the Interior Department. The 
••over of the book, which is the work 
of the firm of Jas. Hope & Sous, is an 
exquisite piece of work. 

The illumination of the text begins 
with an illustration of the universal- 
ity of the postal service ; the two 
hemispheres being set up at opposite 
corners of the first page with the 
effulgent rays of the sun filling up 
the intervening space. A number 
of appropriate sj'mbols are used 
throughout the text. Some of these 
are : A dog team carrying the Royal 
Mail and an aeroplane performing 
no less important service, carrier- 
pigeons and a fine figure of a wing- 
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footed Mercury. Two insidious full- 
page designs, scarcely perceptible to 
the eye at first glance, are displayed, 
one being a four-funnelled mail- 
steamer and the other a mail-train. 
The text of the address is inscribed 
over the delicate lines of these majes- 
tic figures. On the final page is a fine 
drawing of Parliament Puilding, and 
the signatures of the committee, 
“signed on behalf of the Postal Ser- 
vice,” appear at the end. 

# 

Promptly at five o'clock on Wed- 
nesday, June 3rd, His Lordship Judge 
Pelletier arrived at the Blue Room of 
the AVindsor Hotel, Alontreal, where 
he was met by the committee and 
some 150 members of the various 
branches of the Postal Service, in- 
cluding Air. Bergeron and Air. Barsa- 
lou, the Postmaster and Asst. Post- 
master of Alontreal. 

Air. Carpenter, chairman of the 
committee, introduced the business of 
the meeting formally and called upon 
Air. Halladay to carry out the pro- 
gramme of the committee. Air. Hal- 
laday read the address and handed it. 
to the guest and then in a few well- 
chosen Avords presented the beautiful 
A^ictrola. 

In reply. His Lordship spoke at 
considerable length, interrupting the 
current of his remarks again and 
again to reiterate expressions of his 
great appreciation ; giving evidence 
that his emotions had been strongly 
stirred by the event. The speech Avas 
happy throughout and time and again 
aroused the enthusiastic applause of 
the audience. He referred briefly to 
one of the very first things he had 
been called upon to do in his neAv of- 
fice, A’iz.. to find neAv quarters for the 
Postal Stores Branch at OttaAA'a and 
remove them from the basement of 
the Langevin Block Avhere the condi- 
tions under Avhich they Avorked Avere 
unsanitary and unfitted for the habi- 
tation of human beings. Addressing 
. his hearers as “my children,” His 
Lordship expounded tAvo great 
theories: first, that for an honest day’s 


Avork, a fitting remuneration should 
be paid in order to support the Avorker 
in efficiency. Second, that by means 
of promotion the avenues of advance- 
ment should be open to the members 
of the humblest ranks and that not 
even postmasterships should be be- 
yond the hopes of the diligent and 
aml)itious member of the department, 
“for a man Avho has done the AAmrk 
Avill be a far more useful member of 
the Service than a man brought in 
from outside.” It is a matter of re- 
gret that a verbatim report of His 
Lordship ’s reply Avas not taken, for it 
Avould have made inspiring reading 
for members of the Post Office De- 
partment, especially for those at the 
bottom of the ladder. 

Air. Bergeron made a Avitty speech 
in French at the conclusion of the 
Judge’s remarks. 

In the absence of Air. Robert S. 
AVhite, President of the Federation, 
Avho had to leave Alontreal during the 
day on important matters, it deA'olved 
upon the Secretary, Air. F. Grierson, 
to represent the Federal organization. 
He briefly expressed the sympathy of 
all civil seiwants not in the Post Office 
Department in the happy event Avhich 
had just transpired, and believed that 
Postmaster-General Pelletier had es- 
tablished a standard in his record as 
an administrator of the personnel of 
a great department. 

The Address. 

To His Lordship, Louis Phillippe Pel- 
letier, Justice of the Superior 
Court, Quebec. 

Alay it please Your Lordship, — 

The officers and men composing the 
various branches of the Postal Service 
of Canada AA'ere, a feAv months ago, 
surprised and grieA'ed to learn that 
you had ceased to be the head of their 
Department,, and that you Avere no 
longer a Alinister of the CroAvn, hav- 
ing accepted an appointment to a 
judgeship in the Province of Quebec. 

The neAvs, unexpected as it Avas, oc- 
casioned a general expression of deep 
regret in the rank and file of that 
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great army of workers which, from its 
headquarters in Ottawa, reaches out, 
through the various provinces to the 
furthermost settlements within the 
Dominion. The feeling evinced in all 
quarters seemed so spontaneous, and 
has since proven so persistent, that 
we feel we cannot delay any longer 
informing von of it. 

Such is our object in forwarding 
this address, and we sincerely hope 
that you will accept the accompanying 
gift as a token of the most grateful 
feelings of your former employees. 

In case there should arise some 
doubt as to the opportuneness of such 
a course, which is, we must aver, an 
unusual one, Ave may be allowed to say 
that it at once suggested itself to us 
as amply warranted by the particular 
kindliness and concern for the wel- 
fare of all invariably shown by you 
in the discharge of your duties, and 
to which our whole staff will readily 
bear testimony. 

Referring to the many benefits ac- 
cruing to us from such friendly and 
paternal foresight on the part of the 
Minister, Ave may be pardoned for 
pointing out in the first place those of 
a more immediate and practical kind, 
which have meant to us greater com- 
fort in our homes and greater protec- 
tion against the contingencies of life. 

But there are further benefits of 
the moral and social order AA'liich 
should not be OA^erlooked. It goes 
Avithout saying that the reliance and 
heartiness shoAvn in your dealings 
Avith the men exerted an uplifting in- 
fluence over the AA'hole service, inspir- 
ing each of us Avith greater zeal and 
desire for thoroughness in the per- 
formance of the daily tasks, thus ma- 
terially increasing the general effi- 
ciency of the staff. 

Then again, if the Postal Seiwice. as 
acknoAvledged by all, must be ranked 
as a poAverful and indispensable fac- 
tor in the progress of civilization, 
through the ceaseless foinvarding and 
distributing of Avritten and printed 
matter Avhich it makes possible the 
world over, thus enlarging the scope 


of the activities of the human brain 
and Avill, it folloAAS that by sedulously 
Avatehing OA'er the AA'elfare and pro- 
moting the usefulness of the staff, you 
not only deA’eloped the helpfulness of 
a great State Department, but added 
fresh stimulus to the foi’Avard march 
of Society as a AA'hole. 

You may rest assured that AA'e, your 
humble felloAV Avorkers in that great 
undertaking, shall folloAv you Avith 
the kindliest thoughts in your, uoaa' 
calling, cherishing a SAA'eet and affec- 
tionate remembrance of your too short 
stay in our midst.

JUDGE PELLETIER. 


]\renibers of the Post Office Depart- 
ment throughout the Doiiiiiiion will 
read with much enjoyment the ac- 
count in this issue of the presentation 
to our great ex-Postmaster General. 
The final chapter in the programme^ 
was carried out without a hitch or a 
flaw and this great friend of the 
“mere man,” of the flesh and blood 
portion of the machine was assured of 
the sincere regard and affection of 
those whose cause he espoused. Two 
important features stand out in con- 
nection with this pleasing event ; first, 
6,500 members of the postal service 
actually contributed to the fund that 
produced the souvenirs to their late 
chief. Second, a very substantial pro- 
portion of the fund was subscribed l^y 
the letter-carriers, who were ^Ir. Pel- 
letier’s special proteges and on whose 
behalf he exerted a very great in- 
terest. 

In his reply to the address. His 
Lordship referred to the abortive at- 
tempt initiated while yet he was in 
office to make substantial recognition 
of his interest in the rank and file of 
the Service. The editors of The Civil- 
ian know all about this part of the 
story. Carried away by a justifiable 
but, considering the circumstances, 
mistaken enthusiasm, the editors of ■ 
this journal conceived the idea that it 
became necessary to say “thank you” 
without more ado to this human and 
humane Minister. Of course the idea 
was absolutely opposed to the exact 
laws of diplomacy and a direct viola- 
tion of the fundamental rules which 
govern conduct in the political corral 
known as the Civil Service. This 
abortive suggestion was, however, 
from the heart and thereby there is 
suggested a further compliment to 
the ex-Minister. The actors in that 
first inglorious effort to do the civil 
thing are not members of the Post 
Office Department, but are members 
of other departments, who, cognizant 
of the entry into their midst of a great 
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prophet, desired to give vent to their 
ardent feelings of appreciation. 

Civil servants since Confederation 
have been under the necessity of mak- 
ing calls in deputation upon Ministers 
of the Crown. The receptions ac- 
corded to all such have been, in the 
nature of things, varied, but in one 
respect there is a tradition that 
abounds with a fairly stable consis- 
tency. This tradition is to the effect 
that in many cases ^Ministers so called 
upon are very much occupied with 
other important affairs, and that 
while according to the visitors every 
civility taught in the modern schools 
of diplomacy, yet it becomes clearly 
perceptible that the distraction from 
state affairs must be of as short a 
period as possible. The ex-Postmaster 
General has established a new stan- 
dard. 

Those who have had the honour and 
the privilege of meeting Mr. Pelletier 
on Civil Service business have given 
voice to their impressions. The charm 
of manner was irresistible, the inter- 
est in the subjects discussed was genu- 
ine and enthusiastic. “My family” 
was his favourite manner of designat- 
ing his staff. He gave confidences, 
trusting to the discretion of the repre- 
sentatives of his 20,000 children. His 
confidence was never misplaced. In 
giving a classification and statutory 
increase to the clerks of the city Post 
Offices, he by so much took thousands 
of clerks out of the trough of partisan 
politics. 

His Lordship Justice Pelletier will 
live in the hearts of thousands of civil 


servants and of their descendants long 
after the names of ^Ministers who tem- 
porize with human conditions have 
been erased from the tablets of human 
endeavour. 


“YOUR COUNTRY NEEDS YOU.” 


Every able-bodied civil servant in 
Canada should belong to some mili- 
tary organization. Every such man 
not enrolled will find it hard to give 
a valid excuse for evading his duty as 
a British subject. Such pleas as those 
of being “too busy” with tennis, base- 
ball, golf, bowling, or “lodge” busi- 
ness are not acceptable at this, the 
greatest crisis in the history of the 
Empire. The slogan “business as 
usual” has died out in England. Our 
only business to-day is to save the Em- 
pire. In Canada too many have inter- 
preted “business as usual” to mean 
“pleasure as usual” or “nonsense as 
usual.” While no Briton is down- 
hearted, those who have the courage 
to read between the lines of the daily 
news see there the call for universal 
service growing clearer and clearer. 
The allied .armies are doing Avell but 
their task — and their losses — hawe 
merely commenced. “More men” is 
the cry that folloAvs our morning 
drum-beat around the world. The 
man Avho canT go to the front must 
enroll for home service or incur the 
suspicion of disloyalty or sheer 
coAvardice. Pleasure-seekers, ‘ ‘ sports- 
men,” idle slackers, — AA'hich do jmu 
choose ?

The one desire 
of those AA'ho take thought for Do- 
minion affairs is to economize. 

In this good Avork of saving, civil 
seiwants can liaA'e their share. EA'ery 
man Avho Avorks in the great shop 
AA'hich Ave call the Civil Service of 
Canada is entrusted, like any other 
Avorker, Avith certain tools and ma- 
terials. Office Avork noAvadays is dif- 
ferent from Avhat it Avas in the times 
Avhen the famous Tim LinkiiiAvater 
kept the books of Cheeryble Broth- 
ers. Pen, inkbottle and ruler made 


up almost the Avhole outfit in those 
days, and there Avas no thought of 
machines like typeAvriters and calcu- 
lators costing from a hundred to tAvo 
thousand dollars apiece. Paper Avas 
a precious commodity and eA'en the 
biggest concerns AA'ere not aboA'e 
close living and very narroAv mar- 
gins. Saving in small things Avas the 
natural order, for everything sug- 
gested and even enforced it. 

The more expensiA'e form of our 
modern office outfit and the greater 
liberality of supplies is apt to lead us 
into Avastefulness in the use of these 
things. With thousands of men and 
AA'omen throughout the Dominion 
using supplies Avhicli cost them noth- 
ing aiul AA’hich are the property not 
of any ])articular person but of that 
unimaginable body that Ave call “the 
public,” the little items of Avaste 
multii)ly Avith tremendous rapidity. 
It is so easy to take the first sheet at 
hand to jot doAvn an unimportant 
memo, or even for the nervous scrib- 
bling Avhich, Avith many people, helps 
deliberation or discussion. It is so 
easy to neglect the covering of a 
typeAVi-iter or dictating machine 
Avhen it is not in use. The useless 
eA’aporation of ink from thousands of 
uncoA’ered inkbottles is a Avaste 
AA'hich must run into hundreds of dol- 
lars a year. 

On the other hand, there is q 
pleasure to the Avell-regulated mind 
in liaA’ing things orderly. A neat 
desk fits a man like a Avell-made suit 
of clothes. And neatness is like oil 
for a machine, — it prevents friction 
and saves both the machine and the 
poAver that runs it. The a\’oidance 
of Avaste giA’es keen pleasure. They 
tell, here in OttaAva, of one civil ser- 
A’ant Avho keeps hens in his back 
yard, not because he needs the hens 
or particularly enjoys their society, 
but because it atfords him satisfac- 
tion to translate into fresh eggs and 
fried chicken the table refuse Avith 
AA’hich other people burden an al- 
ready oA’erburdened •department of 
civic gOA’ernment.

Nearly every day brings names of 
other civil servants killed, wounded 
or prisoner in the hands of the 
enemy. Our boys are paying the 
price of victory. 

PRIVATE FRANK E. CARR. 

G. P. Carr of the Vancouver Post 
Office staff has received a letter stat- 
ing that his son, Frank E. Carr, had 
been killed. The letter was written 
by Private C. S. McKinnel, under 
date of April 30, and was as follows : 
“Your Frank is with the great ma- 
jority. I thought you would like to 
know about him in ease no one else 
wrote you. He was with the same 
section as myself and was liked by 
every one of us and always acted as 
a true man and Canadian gentleman. 
l\Iy brother was with him when he 
was shot by rifle fire on Sunday, 
A])ril 25, and handed over his per- 
sonal papers and identity disc to 
Captain Haines and no doubt you 
Avill reeeive them. Accept our deep- 
est sympathy. ’ ’ 

The dead man was formerly with 
the machine gun section of the 6th 
D.f'.O.R. and re-enlisted with his old 
regiment when war broke out. He 
was in the registration department 
of the Vancouver Post Office and 
was one of the organizers and a for- 
mer secretary-treasurer of the Van- 
couver Branch of the Postal Clerks’ 
Association of Western Canada. His 
father is one of the oldest employees 
connected with the department in 
Vancouver. 

CORP. L. A. LAMPLOUGH. 

Corporal Leonard Alderson Lamp- 
lough, of the 1st Battery, 1st Bri- 
gade, Canadian Field Artillery, 
killed at Ypres, was a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. F. L. Lamplough of Ottawa and 
was employed, before the war, as a 
draughtsman in the Departtnent of 
Militia and Defence. He was twenty- 
two years of age and had served four 
years in the 23rd Battery, C.F.A. 
Writing home, Lieut. Robt. Thack- 


ray says: “Len Lamplough was 
killed the day we left (Sunday, May 
9th ). Poor Len, he was very popular 
with everybody and a splendid sol- 
dier. He did exceptionally good 
work all through the fight. He was 
one of my corporals and had he sur- 
vived would have been a sergeant 
now. He has been mentioned, I 
think, for exceptionally good work 
wliile under a deadly shell fire. The 
shell that got him burst about five 
yards away from him, a splinter 
from it hitting him in the head. He 
never regained consciousness, dying 
three hours after. My dugout was 
within ten yards of it, but luckily for 
me I Avas in it taking a boAvl of soup 
AA'liich Avas filled Avith mud by the 
concussion from the explosion.” 

PRIVATE DONAT PELLETIER. 

PriA’ate Donat Pelletier, killed in 
action about May 9th, Avas a clerk in 
the Money Order Branch of the Post 
Office Department. He Avas tAventy- 
four years of age and entered the 
CiA'il Service only a short time be- 
fore the Avar broke out. He enlisted 
at the first call for \mlunteers, being 
a recruit of the 43rd Regiment, Duke 
of Corn Avail’s Oaa-ii Rifles. 

SERGT. A. G. CHAMPION. 

Sergeant Alfred G. Champion, of 
the Princess Patricia’s Canadian 
Light Infantry, Avounded, had served 
four years in the Dominion Police. ’ 
He is thirty-five years of age, a na- 
tive of Reading, Berkshire, England, 
and his Avife lives in OttaAva. Be- 
fore coming to Canada he served in 
the Second Life Guards. He Avas 
Avounded on May 8th. 

PRIVATE EARLE L. DEWAR. 

Prhmte Earle Leslie DeAvar, re- 
ported killed, Avas a raihva}^ mail 
clerk of the Calgary district, and a 
Avorthy representative of a class of 
chdl servants aaAio have been second 
to none in their A'oluntary sacrifices 
in this war. 

PRIVATE J. W. ROGERSON. 

PriAmte J. W. Rogerson, Avoimded 
at T pres, is a clerk in the Winnipeg 
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Post Office, where he has been em- 
ployed since 1912. He is twenty-nine 
years of age. Immediately on the 
outbreak of the war, he enlisted with 
the 90th Rifles, — the famous “little 
black devils’’ of Winnipeg. He is a 
valued member of the Post Office 
Football Club, as is also Private A. 
G. Duthoit, whose wounding was re- 
ported in a former issue. 

LC. CORP. ALLAN B. BEDDOE. 

Lance Corporal Allan B. Beddoe, 
reported to be wounded and a priso- 
ner in Germanv, is a member of the 
staff of the Dominion Observatory, 
Department of the Interior, and a 
son of Charles H. Beddoe, superin- 
tending accountant of the same de- 
partment. He enlisted for the war 
with the 43rd Regiment, D.C.O.R. 

PRIVATE HAROLD G. FRASER. 

Private Harold Grant Fraser, of 
the Post Office Department, is re- 
ported wounded. He is a member of 
the Inside Service and was formerly 
in the Accountant’s Branch of his 
Department in Ottawa. He went to 
Edmonton to be attached to the Dead 
Letter Office staff. There he enlisted 
with the 101st Regiment. He is 
twenty-six years of age and has been 
in the Seiwice for about eight years. 
Private Fraeer is gifted as a sketch 
artist. He drew the “Third Divi- 
sion” cartoon which appeared in The 
Civilian of April 16th. 

LIEUT. E. D. BELLEW. 

Lieutenant Edward Donald Bel- 
lew, 7th Battalion, Assistant Engi- 
neer of Public Works at Vancouver, 
formerly reported missing, is now 
learned to be a prisoner at Bishops- 
werke, Germany. 

PRIVATE W. P. AINSBOROUGH. 

Private W. P. Ainsborough, 2nd 
Battalion, the Department of Labour 
was reported missing and is now 
learned to be a prieoner in Germany. 


PRIVATE HARRY CHING. 

Private Harry Ching is reported 
to be M'oimded and in a base hospi- 
tal. He is a railway mail clerk of 
the Calgary district, twenty-seven 
years of age, and has been in the 
Service for four years. 


OFF TO THE FRONT. 


On the eve of his departure from 
Ottawa, Lieutenant-Colonel J. R. 
Munro, commanding officer of the 
8th Mounted Rifles, was presented by 
the staff of the Census and Statistics 
Branch of the Department of Trade 
and Commerce with a valuable auto- 
matic revolver, suitably inscribed. 
The presentation was made by E. H. 
St. Denis, Avho suitably expressed the 
good wishes of the Cen.sus staff* 
towards their soldier colleague. 
Lieut. -Col. Munro accepted the gift 
with appropriate Avords of apprecia- 
tion and thanks. 

Among the men not fully em- 
ployed in the Civil Service Avho have 
gone to the front are three district 
correspondents of the Labour Gazette, 
^Messrs. L. H. Mackenzie, of Westville, 
N.S. ; Frank Salter, of Prince Rupert, 
B.C., and William B. McNeill, of Re- 
gina, Sask. 

Joseph Bagiiato, of the Outside 
Customs service, port of Toronto, is a 
retired lieutenant of the Italian army 
and will leave to join his old corps in 
Italy at once. 

During his A’isit to Ottawa. Sergt. 
Georges P. Huguet, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, gave an address 
on his war experiences before a large 
audience, under llie auspices of the 
Alliance Francaise. Attired in his 
worn and stained uniform, he pic- 
tured the scenes of the battlefields 
from Charleroi to Ville-sur-Tourbe 
(Avhere he was wounded) in a style 
more realistic than Ottawans had pre- 
viously been privileged to hear. Those 
who heard him will long i-bmember his 
story. 
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THE CANADIAN POSTAL CORPS. 


“Duties of Office” Described. 

Before the war George Wallis was 
a railway mail clerk in the Toronto 
Division. What he is noAV may be 
gleaned from the following extracts 
from a letter to a friend : 

“I am in charge of the post office 
of the Third Infantry Brigade, or 
Scottish Brigade, under Colonel 
Turner, V.C., D.S.O. ; I can tell you 
he is a prince. There is not a man 
amongst us wlio Avould not go any- 
where for him after the way lie 
treated us. 

“The poor boys of the 48th, a lot 
of them I knew personally, from To- 
ronto — many are gone — either killed 
or smothered by that infernal gas — 
it Avas cruel. 

‘ ‘ The first day it really started Ave 
Avere sitting in our billet, a small 
house on the edge of the canal in 
Ypres, called the Devil’s Corner. We 
had been there a couple of days, 
AAdien about 5.80 p.m. three Jack 
Johnsons Avere put across the toAvn, 
Our billet happened to be lucky 
enough to be in line. Well, I think 
they Avill put another roof on next 
Aviuter. 

“From then until Ave left there in 
tAvo Aveeks, there AA’as no let up. We 
moA’ed all the transports outside, 
about tAvo miles, all done in a feAv 
minutes. That night I had to go 
up to the trenches Avith a load of 
sandbags, picks and shovels, a ride 
I never Avill forget. The sights I 
saAv Avere terrible — dead soldiers, . 
civilians, horses, and cattle spread 
all OA^er the country. But still I had 
to get up Avhat I had on those tAA^o 
Avagons, AAdiich Avere of more con- 
sequence than ever rations Avere. 

‘ ‘ I got back in the morning about 
5.30, and the post-office Avas bloAA’u to 
blazes and most of my stock, includ- 
ing stamps, postal orders, and all the 
necessaries. Although the shells AA^ere 
coming over there pretty lively, I 
stopped and carried out my tin -box. 
The next night it Avas so hot that 
tliey Avould not alloAV me to take in a 


transport, so I saddled up and rode 
in. When I think of that trip! 

“It Avas a little hell let loose, the 
night that the boys recoA^ered the 
guns from those inhuman Germans. 
Oh, if you could have seen the charge 
they made. It Avas a peach. All they 
seemed to do Avas to get at them A\dth 
the bayonet. But the sight of them 
coming back, carried in, limping in, 
and some craAvling in. I saAV more 
Avounded in five minutes than Avould 
be seen in five years, and AA'hat made 
it Averse Avas the continual doAvnpour 
of shells. It just kept you dodging 
until you seemed to get callous and 
did not giA^e a darn Avhether you got 
hit or not. 

Got a Bag of Mail. 

“On the Avay past the billet, I 
stopped and carried a bag of mail 
across my horse out to Avhere our 
transports Avere. 

‘ ‘ I had it nearly all out by that time 
excepting a bag of outgoing mail, 
and knoAAung that so many of the 
i)oys had been killed aa’Iio had given 
me letters they had Avritten, to post, 
it Avorried me. 

“The next night, the shelling not 
having stopped any, I made up my 
mind to get the bag or lose in the 
a'^tempt. I could not get a transport, 
so started in on horseback. Even 
then I had to get off and Avalk lead- 
ing my horse. I arrived all safe and 
got the bag out, but in examining the 
rest of the house I found the old 
couple Avho lived there in the kitchen 
in as many pieces as Avould fill a cou- 
ple of bushel baskets. They had got 
it about ten minutes before I arrived 
there. Poor old souls. They harmed 
nobody. 

Hard Ride Back. 

“The ride back took me tAvice the 
time. I had to jump from one build- 
ing to another. But I can thank the 
good Lord that I am here to-day. I 
am glad I Avas able to get those mails 
despatched. Many of those letters, 
no doubt, Avere the last Avords of the 
poor chaps AA'ho had entrusted them 
to my charge.” 
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A VANCOUVER SCRAPPER. 


In a former issue, the wounding of 
Hiram B. Cox of Vancouver was re- 
corded. Of him the Daily Province 
says ; 

“The members of the Vancouver 
general postoffice staff have heard 
with regret of the wounding of Pri- 
vate H. B. Cox, who joined the 72nd 
Highlanders overseas volunteers and 
went out with the first contingent. 
Hiram, who was born in the British 
West Indian Islands, was a scrapper 
from his toes up and in his five years 
in the Vancouver postoffice it was a 
poor week when he did not have a 
perfectly good-natured scrap with 
somebody, particularly with Timothy 
Flood, another member of the staff 
who went with the same contingent 
as a volunteer from the Army Service 
Corps. It was the general impression 
among the boys that if Flood and Cox 
got anywhere near in the trenches 
they would not be idle even if the 
•Germans were not bothering them, 
but at the same time were of the type 
that would ‘scrap’ with a friend one 
minute and give up a life to save him 
the next. Cox is the third of the vol- 
unteers from the Vancouver postoffice 
rstaff to appear on the Ypres casualty 
list.” (Another casualty to a man 
of this staff is since recorded, making 
one killed and three Avounded.) 


SERGT. McELROY’S EXPERI- 
ENCE. 


Sergt. H. H. McElroy, 1st Artillery 
Brigade, C.E.F., (Customs Depart- 
ment) Avrites: 

“Friday, April 23, aa'c had it very 
hot all day and Ave Avere very tired, 
not haA'ing any sleep the night before, 
so I suggested to the boys, after Ave 
bad supper, that aa’c should haA'e a 
little sleep! The battle Avas still 
raging and the roar Avas terrific. 
Shells Avere lighting ever.vAvhere, the 
one place Avas as safe as the other. 
AVe Avakened up at eleven o'clock Avith 


orders from the Colonel to see about a 
certain telephone Avire. I got up and 
took tAvo men Avith me and Ave fixed 
everything O.K. The battle Avas still 
raging. Great fires Avere rising in all 
directions. I can ncA'er forget after 
Ave had fixed the Avire at the trenches, 
Ave had a close call from a gas shell. 

“Then at four o’clock aa'c Avere 
called out Avith the cable Avagon, 
draAvn by our four fine blacks and Ave 
made a dash doAvn the road to the 
trenches like lightning. I Avas riding 
the leading team. The shells Avere 
dropping everyAvhere. We stopped at 
a house. I dismounted and just Avent 
around the head of the horse I Avas 
riding Avhen the shell burst over me. 
Hoav I am alive is a mystery to me. 
but it is through the tender care of 
my Heavenly Father. 

‘ ‘ My horse Avas killed, his head Avas 
almost cut off. I Avas Avonuded on 
the back and left arm. The left side 
is the Avorst. Several ribs Avere badly 
strained. At first the doctors thought 
that they Avere cracked. I suffer a lit- 
tle from other causes.”

Branch of the Postal Clerks’ Asso- 
ciation Avas held in St. Patrick’s Hall 
on Monday eA’ening, May 31st. It 
Avas largely attended and in many 
respects the most enthusiastic and 
successful yet held.

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THE C. S. ASSOCIATION OF OT- 
TAWA. 


The regular meeting of the Execu- 
tive was held on June 1st. 

The special sub-committee on su- 
perannuation api^ointed at the last 
meeting made a very complete re- 
port. The report dealt in detail w'itli 
the case of tliose who were so-called 
“temporaries” before Sept. 1st, 
1908, and of all who are in a similar 
position. Figures were given show- 
ing how many in the outside service 
were affectecl in this manner. In 
view of the large number involved, 
and considering the fact that Bill 
229 does not cover these cases ade- 
quately, it was recommended by the 
sub-committee that a separate bill be 
drafted and offered to the Govern- 
ment as a solution of the question. 
ATter a short discussion the report 
of the sub-committee was adopted 
and a special sub-committee was ap- 
pointed to draft the bill and report 
as soon as po.ssible. Further discus- 
sion of the war tax took i)lace and 
several points were brought to the 
attention of the sub-committee Avhieh 
has the question in hand. A few 
minutes were spent in discussing the 
advisability of requesting that the 
offices be closed at 12 noon on Satur- 
days during June, July and August, 
but no action was taken. Steps were 
taken to have the civil servants 
represented on the Board of Trade 
committee which is considering how 
city government may be improved.

J. B. LeRoy, one of the older resi- 
dents of Toronto, and one of the 
most highly respected, died last week 
at a ripe old age. Pie was the grand- 
father of 0. D. LeRoy, a member of 
the P'oronto Customs staff. 

Mr. A. Callow, Secretary of tlie 
above A.ssociation, contributes the 
following interesting communica- 
tion : 

I have been asked by the Execu- 
tive of our Association to forward 
the enclosed extracts to be published 
in The CivUian. You will notice that 
the boys at the front receive a box 
from us very often. We keep them 
supplied with tobacco, cigarettes and 
many other comforts, and we do it 
in a simple way. When we think it 
is time to send a box we take up a 
subscription of about ten cents each ; 
we have a staff of over 200 so ten 
cents each soon amounts up to a good 
sum, and you see a great deal of com- 
fort and happiness to the boys is the 
result. 

The following extracts are taken 
from two letters received this Aveek 
by Mr. T. Tate, of the Toronto Cus- 
toms, which show how the boys ap- 
preciate the things we send them 
from time to time : 
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France, May 16th, 1915. 

Dear Tom, — I received jmur lovely 
box of smokes to-day and I want to 
thank you ever so much. You can- 
not tell hoAv much they are appreci- 
ated. Thank them all who were con- 
nected with the box of joy and give 
them my best regards. The last three 
or four times we have made a move 
from one place to another I have re- 
ceived a box, so the boys say when- 
ever Hally gets a box we are sure to 
move again and they are long hikes 
when we move. We will soon he in 
another scrap any hour of the day. 
We are 'standing to now, ready to 
move up into the supports. I had a 
swim in the canal this morning and 
it went fine. Give my best regards 
to all the girls and boys of the staff. 
Thanking you again for your kind- 
ness.

My Dear Tim, — Just a line to ex- 
press sincere thanks to 3'ou and 
the bo3^s for the kindness in sending 
the smoking to Harold and I. You 
can’t imagine how soothing a smoke 
of good old Canadian tobacco goes 
in the trenches. AVe are all looking 
forward to the end of the Avar, but 
still Ave came OA^er to do our share 
and Avill go to it till the final crash. 
1 Avish A'ou Avould conA'ey U13" regards 
to all the bov"s, and don’t forget the 
girls. I Avish Amu all the best of luck. 
Hall}' tells me of tAvo more represen- 
tatives on the second. Had a visit 
from Irish H. McCleland, of the 48 th. 
He is looking fine. Also Jack 
Graham, Avho is in good trim. Best 
wishes and again thanking j'ou,

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HONOURED BY THE KING. 


The members of the public service 
of Canada were lioiioured by His 
Majesty the King on June 3rd, his 
fiftieth birthday. 

H. L. Drayton, K.C., Avho has been 
made a Knight Bachelor, is Chief 
Commissioner of the Board of Rail- 
way Commissioners of Canada. He 
was appointed to that position in 
1912. He was born in Kingston, and 
educated in Toronto and in England. 
He became a barrister in 1891 and a 
King’s Counsellor in 1908. Tip to 
the time of his appointment to the 
Railway Commission he successfully 
practised his profession in Toronto. 
In 1910 he was appointed corpora- 
tion counsel of Toronto and in 1911 
a representative of the city of To- 
ronto on the commission of hydro- 
electric affairs. He succeeded the 
late eTudge Mabee as head of the rail- 
way board. 

Francis H. Gisborne, parliameut- 
ary counsel of the House of Com- 
mons, who has been honored Avith an 
Imperial Service Order, is the second 
son of the late F. N. Gisborne, for 
many years superintendent of the 
telegraph and signal service of Can- 
ada. IMr. Gisborne was born in New- 
foundland in 1853 and Avas educated 
at London, England, Windsor, N.S., 
and by private tuition. He entered 
the public seiwice in 1882 and Avas 
appointed Chief Clerk of the De- 
partment of Justice in July, 1903. 
Mr. Gisborne is the author of the 
very A’^aluable AAmrk on ^ ‘ The Duty of 
the'Parent in Relation to Education” 
and other books. 

Captain Richard Burton Dean, 
who is honoured Avith a companion- 
ship of the Imperial Service Order, 
was formerly Superintendent of the 
North West Mounted Police. He 
Avas born in India in 1848 and Avas 
educated at the IpsAvich, Eng., gram- 
mar school. He joined the Royal 
Marine Light Infantry as a lieuten- 
ant in 1866 and Avas made a captain 
in 1881. He served during the Ash- 


anti Avar and Avas aAvarded a medal 
Avitli the clasp. He retired in 1882 
and came to Canada in the same 
year. In 1883 he entered the public 
service to fill the position of Inspec- 
tor of Royal North West Mounted 
Police. The folloAving year he Avas 
appointed Superintendent and later 
Avas made Senior Superintendent. He 
compiled tlie first standing orders for 
the force in 1885 and in the same 
year he seiwed in the North West 
rebellion and had the famous Louis 
Riel under his personal charge. 


HE HAS SEEN HISTORY. 


The retirement of ]Mr. J. E. As- 
selin from the Seiwice, the fact of 
Avliich is noted elseAvhere in this 
issue, brings to an end a public 
career unique and most interesting. 
All his life IMr. Asselin has been in 
the seiwice of the House of Com- 
mons, haA'ing begun as a messenger 
at thirteen years of age, forty-seven 
years ago. He Avas messenger and 
door-keeper for eA'ery Speaker of the 
Commons from Hon. iMr. Cockburn 
to hlon. Mr. Brodeur. His services 
and abilities Avere reAvarded by pro- 
motion to a clerkship, and the last 
tAveh'e years of his official life Avere 
spent in the post office of the House 
of Commons. His position brought 
him into close contact Avith the lead- 
ing men of Canada during almost the 
Avhole life of the Dominion. In dili- 
gence, attention and carefulness he 
never failed, and he enters iioaa’ upon 
a retirement AA'hich has been honour- 
ably Avon and AAdiich all AA’ill hope 
may be long and thoroughly enjoyed. 


THE SOURCE OF PROFIT. 


A Scottish farmer called to a farm lad, 
“Here, Sandy, gang roon and gie the coos 
a cabbage each, but min’ ye gie the biggest 
to the coo that gies the maist milk!” On 
the boy ’s return the farmer asked him if 
he had done as he was told. “Ay, mais- 
ter, ” replied the lad, “I gied ’em a’ a 
cabbage each, an’ hung the biggest on the 
pump-handle! ’ ’ 
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The following very sensible com- 
ment on girls who, though earning a 
salaiy, live at home and do not pay 
for their own living expenses, ap- 
peared in one of our newspapers and 
was sent to this column by a friend: 

^‘]\Iaiy girls who are earning a 
weekly salary at regular work, but 
living at home, think it is an im- 
position to be asked to pay boai*d. 
They spend what they earn on 
clothes and knick-knacks, on thea- 
tres and treats, much of it going, 
they don’t know how. But when 
it comes to being asked to put 
something into the family purse, 
they feel very much injured* and 
imposed upon. 

“This is a wrong attitude and it 
should be definitely discouraged 
by the parent if the girl has not 
the pride and independence and 
unselfishness to refuse to sponge 
on them. This, whether the money 
is needed at home or not. A sum 
that will adequately pay for what 
the girl gets, for Avhat she would 
have to pay if she boarded else- 
where, should be charged to her. 
It is a necessary lesson in personal 
responsibility and economy if it is 
nothing else. And if you teach 
your daughter to be thrifty you 
have taught her a lesson that can- 
not be overestimated.” 


All this is very pertinent but it 
also applies to young men in the 
same position. I have at present in 
my mind a case of a young man who 
is earning at least forty or fifty dol- 
lars a month, who lives at home and 
spends all of his salary on himself 
and his own pleasures. Not one cent 
is paid to his parents for his living. 
This is extremely bad principle, in 
case of either a boy or girl, and 
l)arents who allow it are not doing 
their full duty to their children.

Kansas. 

The state of Kansas has tlie distinc- 
tion of being the tenth state in the 
Union to adopt a civil service law ap- 
plicable to the entire state service. 
Governor Capper, in the 1914 eani- 
paigii, stated repeatedly that he Avonld 
stand for a comprehensive civil ser- 
vice act for the state of Kansas. He 
said : 

I stand for civil service and for 
nncomproniising hostility to the 
abominable spoils system in tlie 
public business. . . . There is no 
more excuse for a partisan adminis- 
tration of a reformatory, an educa- 
tional or charitable institution than 
for the political administration of a 
hospital, a school or a bank. When 
I advertise for a printer to work on 
my newspaper, I don't say; “Want- 
ed : A printer who can carry the 
third ward.’’ 1 say: “Wanted: A 
printer who can print,” and I pick 
out the best printer wlio applies for 
the job. I Avould like to see the 
business of the state of Kansas run 
just as iNIr. ]\Iills or ]\Ir. Crosby 
manages his drygoods store, just as 
President Ripley runs his railroad.

First Biennial Report of the Califor- 
nia State Civil Service Com- 
mission. 

In reviewing this Avork, the Com- 
mission in its report makes a number 
of observations Avhieh are of interest. 
It says: 

“The first great object of a ciA’il 
sei’A’ice laAv has been accomplished. 
There are no longer political ap- 
pointments in California. Every 
citizen of the state is free to take 
the examinations, and the positions 
go to the highest competitors, re- 
gardless of politics or any other 
consideration except merit. 

“The next great object of a chul 
service laAv is to promote efficiency. 
This is to be accomplished by a 
study of the cost of Avork in each 


class of employees, the marking of 
tlie most Avorthy by efficiency 
records, the rewarding of the most 
efficient by raises of salary and pro- 
motion to higher positions and the 
demotion of the incompetent.” 


THE HIGHEST POSITIONS. 


In a recent interAdew Avith i\Ir. J. J. 
O’Reilly, editor of the militant civil 
service paper, tlie Chief of Neiv York, 
ex-President Taft expressed himself 
as folloAvs in regard to promotions to 
the highest positions in the civil ser- 
A’ice : 

“Postmasters, collectors and such 
officials should be selected after 
competitiA'e examination,” said Mr. 
Taft. “It’s the only Avay to obtain 
the A’ery best material. It Avould 
relieA'e the President of a Avhole lot 
of trouble and pressure. But you 
cannot convince some Senators and 
Representatives along those lines.” 
The subject of promotions Avas men- 
tioned. The ex-President was asked 
if he did not belieA^e every carrier and 
eA'ery clerk should ha\'e the door to 
higher positions opened to him by 
competitiA’e examination. The cases 
of Postmaster iMorgan of NeAV York, 
Postmaster Kelly of Brooklyn, Post- 
master Parsons of Yonkers, Avere ex- 
amples of carriers Avho had made 
good. i\Ir. Taft replied emphatically 
that such a promotion system should 
be established. 


PATRONAGE AND PROGRESS.
